tf this is true then I think it is premature to assume that he has total control. 

If he does return to Prance for only * day or so it seems not unreasonable to believe it 
might be for oonfereaoes on this only, aside from details of what he may have run into 
elsewhere. He could do this by phone, of course, but he night prefer not act to and he might 
have other meeds for being there. 

I’m conjecturing with guarded optimism but I do feel that there is reason for some 
optimism. 

He took all the books except Oswald in New Orleans with him. has heard soma 
excerpts from the ecexutive sessions. H® k®pt muttering such words as "incredible." H® 
s®e® what I’m sure Europe wants, political content that is safe and rational. When we 
meet again and he has had time to think it through for himself I have in mind making th* 
larger proposal if he does not. 

If it turns out to he possible and if it can be don* rapidly enough and it it can 
be used in this country, many ifs, it can hi, awe some influence on the Congress and its 
wrong-headed and wrong-running committee and th* disinformation efforts against it. If 
you think of this you will see that it is no more than I proposed to the committee more 
than thrrea times and ways, the three being twice to Downing, though Feeney and Bud when 
both asked (Bud rwice), and then directly to Sprague, Agreement was meaningless.
